If a man is 
born of God he is born of the 
same Spirit that is author of 
the Word. Then if the church- 
member is born of the Spirit 
and the Spirit wrote the Word, 
should not the church member 
believe the Word? Should not 
the Spirit in the church-mem- 
ber believe all of the Word 
which He, the Spirit has writ- 
ten?

Let 
that preacher remember that 
the commandment, “Take no 
thought for your life, what ye 
shall eat; neither for the body, 
what ye shall put on.” (Luke 
12:22), must be obeyed if he 
expects his work to prosper: 
Let him also remember that on 
one occasion no man_ stood 
with Paul. 2 Tim. 4:16. 


It is my experience that the 
life of a backslider can be de- 
tected in four particular ways: 

First, by a loss of fervency 
and zeal for God and an _ in- 
crease of the worldly compan- 
ionship.

One time, many years after, 
the Son of the Living God met

This is tre- 
mendous, oh the spontaneous, 
supernatural uprising of the 
‘grace of God flowing from the 
heart of one who has met con- 
ditions and has met with Jesus 
Christ the embodiment of grace 
and truth. It has now become 
an internal continual, upflowing 
well of life eminated from the 
fountain head of all true life. 
Here the Lord is bringing us up 
into a higher order of worship 
that we may be able to answer 
the question of our Christ, not 
only from the lips, but also 
from our Christ possessed and 
Christ directed lives. And now 
for a closeted life with Him. Oh 
to be alone with Him, secreted 
with Him and be sure that 
when you pray that the veil is 
rent and the curtain is rolled 
back, yea be sure that God talks 
to the heart.

The Christ here types. this 
great salvation with the ar- 
tesian wells. An artesian well 
when sunk in the lowlands will 
have an uprising as high as the 
fountain head of the artesian 
stream. An artesian stream al- 
ways rises in the uplands and 
flows down thru the valleys, and 
one will get a flow of water as 
high as the source of the stream. 
when he sinks a well and strikes 
its water. If the stream is fifty 
feet above the level then the 
stream will be fifty feet high. 
When the stream is struck the 
water flows up to its stream, 
and then falls back sprinkling 
and spraying the ground all 
around, making the vegetation 
grow and producing an oasis in 
the desert land, and all nature 
is refreshed where the artesian 
wells abound. (One can water 
gardens, run small business 
concerns and do a number of 
other necessary things with an 
artesian well), but the waters 
of salvation reach still farther 
yet. When the repentant sinks 
an artesian well he strikes an 
artesian stream that rises in the 
mount of God’s holiness, and 
runs down thru this old deso- 
late land of sin. Like the waters 
of the Artesian well, it first 
flows up to’ the fountain head, 
in praise and worship to the God 
of Holiness; and falling back on 
suffering humanity in blessing, 
it sprinkles and waters the des- 
ert souls of men. 

Oh the new life begins to 
manifest itself and in the old 
f| desert land the flowers begin to 
bloom and the fruits grow. But 
let us remember an _ artesian 
well can be capped and the flow 
of water cut off by putting on a 
jet, and so let us follow on in 
the waters of salvation. 

This is the Holy Ghost dis- 
pensation and we are to have 
our artesian wells turned into 
rivers of living water, Jesus, in 
that great day, the day of the
